Criticism and timely protest are being 
evoked on account of the marriage 
of a Royal Princess with the 
Sovereign of a Roman Catholic 
country. Protestant consciences 
refuse to accept in silence the conversion to 
order of Princess Ena, or any relative of 
His Majesty King Edward VII., who, as 
Sovereign of the Realm, is sworn to maintain 
the Protestant religion. 
Federations and unions, ecclesiastical and 
temporal, are in the air, and the spirit of the 
liberal age on which we appear to have 
entered is that of toleratiom at the expense 
of conyiction and principle. Ideals of re- 
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union, however fascinating or desirable, will 
not convince a very large section of Christen- 
dom that Rome and the Reformed Faith are 
in any sense allied, or ever can be. Hence 
the Anglo-Spanish alliance, and the manner 
in which it is proposed to bring it about, is an 
offence to Christian principles, as well as to 
our national Protestantism.

We 
seek to exercise a benign influence amongst 
Christians all over the world by inculcating and 
diffusing a spirit of Christian tolerance and 
charity. The power of such a_ conſederation 
of Christians, of such a concentration and 


manifestation of enlightened Christiin opimon, has 
m the past been felt by rulers and nations on behalf 
of the persecuted and oppressed. 

The more widely the Evangelical Alliance is 
spread, the larger the number enroflied m its 
membership, the greater and more far reaching 
will be its power for good. It does not use any 
propaganda, but by the wise and salutary momen. 
tum of Christian public feeling it strives to further 
the interests of religious liberty in all lands ; to assist 
the maltreated, whether Jew or Gentile. What it 
has done in the past it will continue to do. 

The question arises, whether more cannot be 
done of a fractica! nature, such, indeed, as is now 


being done to help Russian Christians in Bible 
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study, to qualify them as evangelists in their own 
sadly distracted country? 

Everything that can bring into correspondence 
and intercourse scattered Christians will tend to 
further spiritual life and influence. 

To focus centres or groups of Christians on the 
principles of the Evangelical Alliance, and linking 
these together by correspondence and intercourse. 
is sure to prove influential. When one reflects on 
the large number of Christian people who annually 
visit London and other great cities, one regrets 
that no central meeting places exist where they 
can become acquainted, thus enjeytig Christian 
fellowship and bearing away with them hallowed 
influences. It is true our Conferences and public 
meetings bring Christians together to hear and 
learn, but the element of Christian personal inter- 
course is limited. Were there in leading centres, 
especially in London, Paris, Berlin, New. York, 
&c., permanent Evangelical Alliance centres, the 
influence over the world would be great. Precious 
and far reaching as is the Universa: Week of 
Prayer in its influence, these Centres would be. 
come united prayer meetings, always going on 
and sending up fragrance to heaven. 

The re-issue of EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM 
will, I trust, have a widespread influence for good. 
As we enter upon a new year and a new phase of 
Christian work, the voice of our pleading Lord 
and Saviour comes down to us in that sublime 
prayer, Neither pray I for these alone, but for

EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM. 


Iu Kev. J. M. Laycock, M.., recently Vicar 
of St. David's, Holloway, visited Paris during the 
Universal Week of Prayer as a deputation from 
„ur London Council. Mr. Laycock’s visit has been 
much blessed. The following details will be read 
with interest. . 

Through the kindness of Dr. and Mrs. D. E. 
Anderson, a drawing-room meeting was held 
at their house, No. 121, Avenue des Champs 
Elysées, on Thursday, January 11th, commencing 
at 8.30 pm. The Rev. H. E. Noyes, D.). 
Hon. Chaplam to the British Embassy, took the 
chair, and at the opening of tae meeting expressed 
his cordial sympathy with the work of the 
Evangelical Alliance, with which he had been 
acquainted for many years. He intimated that 
the solemn events which were happening. all 
around us constituted a special call to God's 
people of aj) sections of the Christian Church 
to come together for mutual prayer and sym- 
pathy and counsel; he further pointed out 
that the Evangelical Alliance was admirably 
adapted for bringing this about. The Rev. J. M. 
Laycock, who was formerly Assistant Chaplain ai 
the English Church, Rue d’Aguesseau, spoke next, 
giving a brief answer to the double question, What 
és the Evangelical Alliance? and How did it come 
into existence? He then referred to the excellent 
work done by the Alliance during the last year: (1) 
in stirring up the zeal of God's people on behalf of 
prayer; (2) in helping revival work in Germany 
and Denmark; (3) in giving assistance to persecuted 
Jews in Russia ; and (4) in promoting evangelistic 
work amongst the peasants of Russia. It was also 
pointed out that the Alliance had made a 
noble stand for the Divine inspiration, authority, 
and sufficiency of the Bible. The Kev. S. H. 
Anderson said most helpful words on behalf of 
the topic of the day, “ Foreign Missions,” and then 
prayer was offered by the Rev. C. Whelpton and 
others. Thus a delightful and profitable meeting 
was brought to a close.

On Friday, January 12th, a meeting was held at 
the Headquarters of the McAll Mission, 36, Roe 
Codot de Mauroi, near the Madeleine. It was 
chiefly composed of workers connected with the 
McAll Mission, and others who are interested n 
the work carried on under Miss De Hroen at 
Belleville. Mr. Greig presided, and referred with 
much sympathy to the Evangelical Alliance, and 
to the special topic for the day, namely, “ Families, 
Educational Establishments, and the Young.” Mr. 
Laycock followed, urging strongly the immense 
importance of the Christian home as the most 
powerful institution for good of all kinds. Prayers 
followed in English and in French, and it was 
delightful to see how fully the meeting entered 
into the special subject for prayer. 

On Saturday, January 13th, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jackson most kindly gave a drawing-room meeting 
at their house in Passy. Considering the unfavour- 
able state of the weather the attendance was 
remarkably good. Mr. Jackson presided, and the 
Rev. S. H. Anderson, the Rev. G. Whelpton, Dr. 
Anderson, and others took part in the meeting. 


Mr. Laycock again spoke, and pleaded for sympathy 


and prayer on behalf of the Jews and Home 
Missions. The meeting was a season in which the 
presence of God was graciously experienced. 

Sunday, January 14th, was a day of great privi- 
lege and glorious opportunity. Im the morning 
Mr. Laycock addressed a company of young people 
in the American Church, Rue de Berri. Later, 
through the kindness of the Rev. S. H. Anderson, 
he said a few words at the English Congregational 
Church on the south side of the Seine. In the 
afternoon there was a considerable gathering of 
men at the rooms of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, No. 160, Rue Montmartre, to whom 
Mr. Skepper, that true and long-tried friend of 
young Englishmen in Paris, had given a cordial 
invitation. Mr. Laycock gave a Gospel address, 
and was accorded marked attention from all 
present. 


In the evening Mr. Laycock an ed m the 
Embassy Church, Rue d’Aguesseau, concludmg a 
series of meetings and addresses upon which the 
manifest power of God has rested. A recent com- 
munication from Paris characterizes the Week of 
Prayer in that city as “the best we have ever had.”

Have we to wait for unity until we all think alike 
on such tremendous questions as to whether a man 
can preach n a gown, and whether it should be 
white or black, or whether he should wear a white or 
black tie? What petty questions are they not- how 
grotesque are they not, and yet how tragic, how 
supremely tragic, in the light of eternity! You 
cannot unite Christian people on the basis of 
Church government. I submit to you that Jesus 
Christ left the modes of Church government an 
open question. You cannot unite people either 
on the basis of identity of opinion on non-essential 
points. If we are to wait until we all think alike 
on non-essential matters, we should never come 
within sight of unity. The Kev. Hugh Price 
Hughes once said on a memorable occasion, 
“There are hundreds of questions we are always 
disputing, questions abstruse, philosophical, theo- 
logical. We can never hope to come to a satis- 
factory issue. I move we adjourn the debate to 
eternity.” I second that to-night, and I think you 
will all carry that proposition unanimously ! 


The Evangelical System. 
Now you cannot have a real basis m Church 


government, and you cannot have a real basis of . 


unity on non-essential points. What is our basis? 
The evangelical system. What do we mean by 


that? Saffer me to do a little elementary work. 


There is nothing more needed in these times 
than to re-cast our conceptions of fundamental 
truths—the re-definition of eternal verities is one 
of the great needs of to-day. The Basis of the 
Evangelical Alliance is evangelical truth. 

What do we mean by evangelical truth? First 
of all, this—the absolute authority and the ever- 
lasting sufficiency of the Bible. We believe that 
the Bible, and the Bible alone, is the final court of 
appeal on religious questions. We believe that 
as against individual consciences. There are men 
who will say, “Our consciences are our guides 
Are you quite sure it is a competent guide? 
Supposing conscience is blind, and it leads, will it 
not lead you into undesirable places? When the 
blind lead the blind they fall into the ditch. Who 
would make his home in the ditch ? 

There are others who say, Our own religious 
experience is sufficient authority for us.” That is 
a very precarious position. We say the Word of 
God. is the final court of appeal, and we say that 


the more emphatically in these days because we 


see certain forces at work which can only be met 


by such a position as evangelical people and the 
Evangelical Alhance assume. 

Take an example of one. Who can look upon 
the aggressions of Romanism without dismay? | 
am not an alarmist I am not crying wolf 
needlessly—but | confess to a feeling of solicitude 
on this point. Many people say—happy optimists ' 
Roman Catholicism can never regain its position 
in this country. Cant it? Why should it not? 
England would not tolerate it, they say. But 
suppose England gave up the Bible as the 
divine rule of faith—as the court which after it has 
pronounced its judgment leaves no higher court to 
which you can appeal—as the final standard of 
faith ; suppesing that doctrine is thrown overboard 
(and it is being thrown overboard in many 
Churches to-day), if that is given up, what is there 
to prevent the triumph of Roman Catholicism ? 
Man must have some standard of appeal outside 
himself. If be has not God's Word he will have 
some human system—the Pope, the College of. 
Cardinals, or infallible priests. If we give up the 
foundations of faith in the Bible as a final court of 
appeal there is nothing to prevent the triumph of 
the Papacy in this country. We dont want to see 
that. Weare Protestants, inveterate Protestants, 
invincible Protestants. 

Fifty years ago—! speak broadly and roughly 
fifty years ago there might have been fifty con- 
ventual institutions in this country. To-day | 
suppose you have 1,050. In what direction does 
that look? It is not only the open and avowed 
Roman Catholicism we have to fear, but the illicit 
Romanism sailing under false colours. I am not 
such an optimist that I can be wholly unconcerned 
when | look at the subtle but determined aggres- 
sion of the Papacy in this country. There is nothing 
to arrest that but this Scriptural basis on which the 
Evangelical Alliance rests, and that evangelical 
people should hold the head, should unite to bear 
testimony to the Scriptures, and drive back the 
Papacy, the deadliest foe any kingdom can ever 
know. 


The Aggression of Rationalism. 

Then I lay more stress on this Bible basis 
because of this fact, that side by side with this 
insidious aggression on the part of the Papacy 
you have the constant aggression of what I may 
call Rationalism. Oh the pity of it! You have 
not only to reckon with Rationalism oytside the 
Churches, but inside the Churches. Dr. Maclaren 
once said the Church of this time was a half- 
believing Church. It was not an exaggerated 
criticism. I am afraid it only one-quarter believes. 


Infidelity. used to be outside the Church; now 
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| 
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there is a great deal inside the Church. Scepticism 
when it was in the Church was confined to the 
pew; now it is even in the pulpit. That is an 
unwelcome fact, but it is a fact. 

Things are said by professing Christians to day 
of the Bible which would only have been said by 
infidels fifty years ago. Statements are made 
to-day from certain pulpits—(.od pity the preachers 
who make them '—that are more harmonious with 
Tom Paine than evangelical allegiance. Is not 
the work of the Evangelical Alliance all the more 
important 

saw with delight in the Neweastle 
Chronicle to-day - and ministers of the Gospel have 
so often to complain of newspapers that it is a 
pure delight to eulogize one—a most generous 
article on the Evangelical Alliance. I notice 
that the Evangelical Alliance was felicitated in 
that article upon the fact that it had not 
attempted — mark the happy adjective — “the 
paltry work of bringing its religious opinions up 
to date.” We dont want to bring our opinions 
up to date. We want to bring the date up to our 
opinions. That is the idea of the Evangelical 
Alliance. Don't you young people be afraid of 
being branded as old-fashioned. Better be old- 
fashioned with truth than new-fashioned with error. 
Don't be afraid of being branded as behind the 
umes So much the worse for the times if evange- 
licalism is behind them. Never mind if they say 
you are not cultured. Let us have simple faith 
it is the real road to the noblest culture. The 
more you examine this Bible basis, the more you 
see what a possible basis, what a real bond of 
union it becomes. It makes you independent of 
ecclesiastical schisms, independent of identity of 
opinion on non-essential points; it makes us one 
in God's Word. 


The Ethics of Evangelicalism. 


Let us go a little further. The Evangelical 
Alliance basis is not only founded on the Scrip- 
tures, but the Scriptures as evangelically inter- 
preted. What do you mean by that? We believe 
that in God's Book there is a body of truth which 
we are accustomed to describe by the epithet 
“evangelical.” We believe the evangelical creed 
is so noble, so satisfying both to the soul and 
the intellect, such a solid strength for life, such a 
fountain of ethical inspiration, such a wholly 
spiritual and philosophical help to the service of 
humanity, that we cling to that interpretation of 
the Scriptures with loving intensity. For instance, 
1 said evangelical interpretation satisfies the in- 
tellect. Let us linger on that point à little. It 
is a charge that is sometimes brought against 


evangelical believers that their system does not 
represent magnificence of idea. I have heard it 
said that evangelicalism has no poetry, no 
romance. No poetry! No romance! Nothing 
idyllic! Let us single out of the scores of 
truths evangelicalism represents only two. First 
of all, this“ God decame man.” That is one of 
the basic truths of evangelical religion. Evange- 
licalism knows nothing if it does not know that 
God became man. The Incarnation! What a 
wonderful thought! What an idea as an idea! 
The infleshment of God! It is a miracle, that. 
Some people say, “ Let us have a non-miraculous 
religion.” If you want that you won't have the 
Bible religion. The New Testament Christianity 
is a miraculous Christianity. It is broad based 
upon that miracle to begin with. You can never 
explain that miracle—you cannot philosophize or 
rationalize the Incarnation. How it takes hold 
of the intellect to realize such a truth that God 
became man. Is there no poetry, nothing romantic, 
nothing idyllic there’ It is intellectually such a 
magnificent truth that the mind finds rest in it. 

Take a second truth. I am putting it baldly, 
but not more baldly than Scripture puts it. “Ged 
died for man.” God paid the penalty He might 
have exacted. We cannot explain it, we cannot 
rationalize it; we have no adequate philosophy for 
it, we can only wonder at the fact. If we had never 
heard it before, how it would have thrilled us. We 
have paid the penalty of familiarity. We have 
ceased to wonder at it. God died for us, and we 
can never fathom, never define, never describe 
that mystery of substitution. The riches of 
evangelical faith are indeed glorious. 


An Incentive to Morality. 


Then I argue for evangelicalism on another 
ground. Not only the splendour of its concep- 
tions intellectually, but it is such a mainspring of 
morality. Some people say they don't want our 
theology. Give them a religion without theology. 
Theology is the reasoning of religious truth. 
The intelligent mind wants theology, and must 
have it. “Give us a bit of plain morality,” 
they say. “ We don't want Christian miracies or 
Christian theology. Give us the Sermon on the 
Mount.” I am amused at the way people talk of 
the Sermon on the Mount. “We want simple, not 
abstruse things,” they say, and yet the Sermon on 
the Mount is the most terrible thing in the Bible. 
Not Sinai with all its terrors is so terrible. Its 


claim is inexorable, its ethical demand is terrible ; 


it is chimerical as a human standard without the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ. So I argue that

Where do you find 
the noblest morality 
to-day?

The Inspiration of Joy. 


This evangelical system that is so real a bond 
of union for Christian people is a very real bond 
of union when you remember that it is the great 
inspiration of a happy religion. Christian people 
do not sufficiently cultivate the grace of joy. 
Many of us do not recommend our religion to 
religious people because we often have such 
long faces. We ought to be solar Christians, but 
we often look more like thunderclouds! I don’t 
wonder some are not attracted to us some of u- 
are far from being attractive. Christians ought to 
be the happiest beings. We have no need but to 
rejoice. We may lose our money, our friends, our 
popularity, our hearth, but we have the Lord. Re- 
joice in the Lord! We have more to give us joy in 
Him than we have anything else to give us sorrow. 

But you cannot get a permanently happy 
religion apart from the evangelical faith. Dr. Dale, 
a master of evangelicalism, used to point to Dr. 
Pusey—and | use this in no sectarian spirit, but 
as an illustration of this fact, that non-evangelical 
religion does not give a guarantee of happiness. 
Dr. Pusey was a noble Christian, but he was one 
of the most gloomy of men. I lately read through 


the volumes of his life. It was 4 discipline of 
sorrow—a noble sdul,iocurably sad. Why? Dr. 
Dale says he (Dr. Pusey) never realized the 
the doctrine of justification by faith. tie never 
saw clearly — learned and godly man as he was 
that it is not what we ary, what we can do, but 
simple penitent reliance on the Word, on what —hrist 
has done. Let man get hold of that and he has joy. 
The load is taken off his shoulders. He dares 
to say, He answered for me. He does answer 
for you. Broken and incomplete as we are in 
ourselves, we are complete in Him. Evangelical 
religionists should be the happiest people under 
the sun. 


The Fountain of Zeal. 


One word more. The evangelical religion gives 
you a fountain of pure fervour, of spiritual fire, 
such as you can find in no other religious sys- 
tem. Lord Tennyson said, It is fatal to religion 
to lose its fire.” lam one of the pessimists who 
think that many of the Churches are losing their fire. 
Many of us preachers are getting to be very quiet 
preachers—some of us are so quiet you can hardly 
catch a word we say Where is the passion in the 
pulpit? How quiet and proper are many Churches, 
how faultily faultiess! \Where is the fire? Where 
is the spirit, the real enduring fervour? It is only 
to be found in evangelical truth. Did God become 
man for me? Did He give up His life for me? 
That is enough to set any man on fire. The great 
sustaining religious fervour is the great evangelical 
truths. I believe on these lines we can well justify 
the propaganda of the Evangelical Alliance. Let 
us band ourselves together. Let us get ready for 
the conflict. Let us march as to war, “with the 
cross of Jesus going on before.”

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The Universal Week Prayer. 


Interesting Reports from Many Lands. 


DESPITE the usual excitement attendant upon a 
General Election, the Universal Week of Prayer, 
held from January 7th to 14th, was observed for 
the fifty-ninth time with most encouraging results. 


Results of the Extension Movement. 


Increase of interest has been manifested on 
every hand. Plans for extension laid months 
previously, involving largely increased expenditure, 
have matured; and, under the dew of God's 
blessing, have produced new centres of united 
prayer in many lands. Added to this,.the meetings 
at home and abroad have given evidence of. a 
growing spirit of union. A refreshing sense of 
(,od’s presence, leading to liberty in prayer, praise, 
and testimony, has been generally remarked upon. 

Those whose privilege it was to attend the 
Central London Meetings at Exeter Hall and 
Aldersgate Street had their hearts gladdened by 
the remarkable degree in which the spirit of suppli- 
cation and thanksgiving was manifested ; a spirit 
which grew in intensity as the days progressed. 


Quoting from our esteemed contemporary, the 


Christian — 


** Time after time it was evident that had the hour of 
closing nat been préviously fixed the people would gladly 
have prolonged the season of waiting upon God. During 
the time devoted to praise it was clear that since last year 
the hearts of God's people had been cheered by the 
gracious working of the Holy Spirit in our own country, 
and by tidings from other lands, of ingathering on a 
greater scale than had been seen for a long period. As 
the vutcome of this, intercession seemed to become even 
more definite than before, and in the very asking there 
was a note of confidence which told of the faith that is 
able to receive—believing they had the things that they 
asked (Mark xi. 24). 

The observations in the Metropolis seem to have 
been repeated in suburban and provincial centres. There 
was a right joyous coming together in many places, with 
a settled determination on the part of earnest Christian 
8 that denominational differences should not stand 
in the way of timely confession and fervent prayer.” 


But perhaps the Universal Week of Prayer, 1906, 
has been most remarkable for the revival of interest 
which has been manifested in foreign lands. The 
reports so far received—many have yet to come 
from lands far distant—are full of encouragement ;

with which the annual call to prayer sent forth by 
the Evangelical Alliance is responded to.

Where Interest is Lacking. 


Thus far we have spoken of encouragement. 
There is little to discourage. Comment, however, is 
necessary on the lack of interest in this world-wide 
movement evidenced by ministers of the Gospel. 
We mourn indifference and apathy in this quarter. 
The first complete week in the year—the Un 
versal Week of Prayer—is the only occasion in the 
year when the representatives of the whole Church 
of Christ throughout the world have the opportunity 
of uniting together at the Throne of Grace, with 
praise and prayer upon topics universally agreed 
upon, embracing the needs of both the Church and 
the world. 

The Alliance platform is an unsectarian one in 
all the varied aspects of its work. We exist to 
manifest unity. Of division, and every cause 
underlying it, we say, “ Let it not be once named 
among you as becometh saints.” Hence the usua! 
objections—political, religious, or social—are ob- 
scured in the spirit and aims permeating the 
atmosphere of our gatherings. When this is 
realized, unity exists and signs follow. If ministers 
of the Gospel generally were more deeply conscious 
of the sacred obligations of manifested unity and 
the blessings accompanying it, they would consider 
it a duty and a privilege to take part in the 


Universal Week of Prayer, and to urge their con- 


gregations to do the same.

My dear Mr. Gooch,—We now look back on 
two complete months ‘December and! January 
wince my first arrwal in Odessa, and the organiza 
tron of the rehef of suffering Jews, on lines adapted 
to direct and effective help. During this period of 
time, 870 visits have been paid to jewish families 
residing in Odessa, to whom sums of money have 
been given, proportionate to their need, in the name 
of our Lord, and of English and Scottish Christians. 
These sums vary from socopecks to 200 roubles (say, 
one shilling to £20). Beyond this, (too odd has 
been in bedsteads and mattresses and articles 
of clothing, and further sums on bread, which for a 
considerable time «as freely distributedto all comers. 

The exhibition of practical Christian love ha» 
exercised such influence on the poor Jews that we 
commenced a weekly mecting in the Home to set 
before them a fuller presentation of Christ a» 
Messiah and Saviour. This meeting is attended by 
between zoo and 400 Jews and Jewesses, who listen 
to the Word with the greatest attention and often 
with eyes full of tears. Such meetings among Jews 
in Kussia have never been held before. 

Mr. Rosenberg and I have just returned from a 
mission of relief to Nicolaiff and Kiel. In both 
towns, but especially in the latter, we were able to 
get guidance to those who had suffered in the 
outbreaks, and to hand them asa love gift from the 
followers of the Lord Jesus a sum of money, un- 
equal, it is true, to their need, but sufficient to touch 
their hearts with sincere gratitude to the donors 
who have ministered to them in their distress.

Princess Ena and Her Creed. 


WE are indebted to the Rev. Thos. J. Pulvertaft, 
Secretary of the Spanish and Portuguese Church 
Aid Society, for the following interesting comment 
on a subject which is of importance to all who 
hold dear the principles of our Protestant 
heritage. 


Editorial comment on the proposed Anglo- 


Spanish marriage appears on another page. 
Spain is the most Roman Catholic state in Europe. 
A smaller proportion of her subjects are attached to the 
Keformed Faith than is the case in any other Western 
nation, and during the past five hundred years she has 
been identified with intolerant and fanatical hatred of 
Protestantism. To-day infidelity and indifference are 
widespread, and the old spirit of detestation of reform 


‘ survives even among those who have abandoned all 


religion. The King of Spain desires to marry a 
princess—niece of King Edward, baptized in the Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland, and a communicant in the 
Church of England. Before meeting the royal wooer in 
the south of France, she regularly attended English 
church services, bet after spending a Sunday in San 
Sebastian with her future mother-in-law, she ceased to 
attend services in the Church of England, and King 


Alfonso states to his Ministers that the first intimation o 


her conversion to Romanism came from her! Is there 
no difference between Romanism and the Reformed 
Faith? Are forms of faith indifferent—to be put on ot 
laid aside as convenience dictates? In an age when 
religion is neglected, this free and easy treatment 
of the obligations placed by conscience upon those 
who adopt definite convictions must have se ious 
consequences ; for men and women will say, if a throne 
attracts a princess to renounce as false what her 
actions prove her to believe to be true, then we, too, 
are not bound to hold any form of faith, for 
what can be abandoned so easily is ethically valueless. 
Spanish infidels already are making sport of the change 
of faith, and England has remained strangely indifferent 
while the change was being made. Spanish Protestantism 
may have more freedom after the Royal wedding, but it 
will find itself opposed by the serried ranks of infidelity, 
who will taunt the brave Reformers: ‘Your Queen 
became a Romanist for a throne. For what will you 
follow her example?’ That an English princess should 
give ground for such sarcasm is a grievous blow to our 
national Protestantism. 


The formula of abjuration which, it is said, 
Princess Ena will read and sign before a bishop 
authorized by the Holy See before being received 
into the Roman Catholic Church, is as follows :— 
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“ Profession of Faith. —I, the undersigned (name and 
surnames), having before my eyes the most Holy Gospels, 
which I touch with my hands, and knowing that none 
can be saved without the faith which the Holy Apostolic 
and Roman Catholic Charch holds, believer, preaches, 
and teaches, against which I regret with pain to have 
gravely erred, because, born without this Church, I have 
received or believed doctrines contrary to its teaching - 
At this hour, enlightened by Divine Grace, I profess to 
believe that the Holy Apostolic and Roman Catholic 
Charch is the only and veritable Church established by 
Jesus Christ on this earth ; the Church to which I submit 
myself with all my heart. I believe in all the Articles 
which She proposes for my belief; I reprove and con- 
demn all that She reproves and condemns; and I am 
ready to observe all that She commands me. 


Finland 


In a letter quoted elsewhere Baron P. Nicolai 
makes the following comments in a letter received 
from him during February 

**T was delighted to read the article of Rev. Canon 
Barnes-Lawrence, The Need of a New Revival.’

Ernst, of Zurich, for some very interesting informa- 
tion concerning Alliance progress in Switzerland.

Awakening in Hungary— 


Writing from Budapesth, the Rev. James 
Webster, of the Scotch Presbyterian Mission, 
says — 

Me in the mission have great cause to bless God 
for the tokens of His favour granted us during the past 
year. A new life and spirit and enthusiasm seem to 
have been given by Him. We never had so many Jews 
attending our meetings, nor so many inquirers after the 
Way of Life. Of those inquirers who received instrac- 
tion sixteen Jews and Jewesses and one Nazarine con- 
fessed their faith in Jesus Christ, and were reecived by 
haptiom into the Christian Church. Hindrances that at 
one time seemed insuperable have been removed, as we 
believe, in answer to prayer. The necessity of the spirit 
of unity has been laid on all; new workers have come 
to as; new branches of work have been begun ; and we 
view the fature with great hopefulness, yet with a full 
sense of dependence on the Divine Grace. 

In Hungary there are many signs of quickening life. 
One great gain to the cause of the Gospel has been the 
election of Professor Szabo as one of the ministers of 
the Reformed Church in Budapesth. He is a man of 
truly evangelical spirit and of much power. His in- 
fluence is already felt in marked degree. In the South 
of Hungary a prosperous mission work among Servian- 
speaking people has been established under Mr. Szalay. 
As agent for the Religious Tract Society many requests 
reach me for evangelical literature from all parts of the 
country, showing both a desire on the part of the people 
for the Gospel and an increased desire on the part of 
Christian workers to extend activity.

referred to were, as I learn from Mr. Sealay, greatly 
blessed. Our Hungarian brethren in Badapest also hel:

Protestantism in Spain. 


Tur Spanish and Portuguese Church Aid 
Society endeavours to help the Episcopal Pro- 
testants—or, as they are universally known in the 
Peninsula; the Evangelicals—by building churches 
and schools, and contributing towards the stipends 
of the ministers and lay workers. Its sphere of 
operations is spread over a wide area, for it main- 
tains congregations in or near Madrid, Seville, 
Malaga, Valladolid, Salamanca, Barcelona, Lisbon, 
and Oporto, and its staff of one bishop, nineteen 
clergymen, and fifty lay workers were, with the 
exception of the principal of the Portuguese Train. 
ing College, all born in the Peninsula. The great 
object of the supporters of the Society is to foster 
the growth and development of two native Churches, 
oficered by natives and governed by Synods con- 
sisting of Church and lay members. As the 
Churches are still young, a Provisional Council of 
Irish bishops, consisting of Dr. Stark, the Bishop 
of Down, and the Bishop of Derry, associated with 
Bishop Cabrera, are responsible for the continu- 
ance of the Churches in doctrines that are free 
from media val accretions and Roman errors that 
have overlaid the faith of Christendom.

The moral standards of the Reformers 
mark them off as a class apart from the rest of 
their countrymen.

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Books worth Reading. 


Honk REUNION. Reflections on the present position 
of Nonconformists, and an Appeal for a better mutual 
understanding. By the Eart (John 
Murray, Albemarle Street, W. 6.) 


The theme of this volume is one of transcendent im 
portance, and of far more than transitory interest. It 
calls for earnest consideration on the part of every one 
who ranks among the servants and friends of Christ and 
ie cause. Farl Nelson deals with the subject in a 
forceful and practical manner, and bis Reflections” 
gpon the Nonconformist position, as coming from one so 
entirely and strongly of an opposite school of thought, 
are of special value. Independent judgment and un 
partial criticism are helpful at all times; whatever our 
own standards and standpoints may be, to sce ourselves as 
others see us is always calculated to assist us in a right 
understanding of the true position of things. The subjects 
dealt with by the Earl are Jurning questions of the day, 
an! are approached by him with a frankness and a direct - 
ness of application worthy of all praise. Of course 
opinions will vary much as to the writer's view of the 
situation, and his own ecclesiastical proclivities and con. 
victions as they come to the front from time to time will, 
by many readers, be dissented from. But it is a sign of 
the times for the subject to be so sympathetically and 
practically discussed from the author's standpoint, and 
all readers must respect the evident honest desire to find 
some meeting place for a closer rapprochement among 
the divided camps of the Christian Church. A careful 
perusal of the thoughtful and racy chapters of this /ive 
book will, we are sure, be helpful to all who are seeking 
their way to clearer ligbt om the perplexing problems 
reviewed. With Earl Nelson's words in the Preface we 
are heartily in agreement. ‘“‘So long as we His pro- 
fessed followers spend all our zeal in quarrelling with 
one another, it is impossible for us to give a true witness 
of what Christianity means and what it teaches to the 
world.” Applying this thought to the subject of Revival 
to which one chapter of Earl Nelson's book is devoted 
the conclusions are the same. It is impossible to get 
true Revival in the presence of disunity. In the words 
of one well qualified to speak on the subject 

God has so ordered it that mit, not merely under- 
stood but manifested, is the condition of the coming’ of 
the Holy Ghost. See Ps. cxxxiii. It is when God's 
people are seen before the world in unity, in Christian 
love, that God will give His blessing; and He will 
withhold it if they do not exhibit such unity.” * 

It is evident that the reunion for which Earl Nelson 
has laboured so long and indefatigably is yet far from 
realization. In the meantime, let us make much of 
points of agreement, and avail ourselves of each and 
every opportunity of manifesting umity. Unum Corpus 
sumus in Christe. Outward union, however compre- 
hensive or real, is no substitute for the inner unity of 
the Spirit, which is in the bond of peace.” 


QUESTIONS OF THE HOUR. By Rev.- Davin 
Motta, B.A. (Jarrold & Son, Norwich. &. 6d.) 

We have read this book with mingled feelings of in- 
terest and concern. The early chapters deal with the 
religious divisions of Christendom, and discuss the 
subject of organic reunion in Ireland. Mr. Mullan is 
Secretary of the Irish Branch of the F vangelical Alliance, 
and depicts ideals of organic reunion in Ireland. 

We confess to surprise and concern at Mr. Mullan’s 
remarks (pp. 23 and 24) on the spiritual and tested 
Basis of Christian co-operation on which the Evangelical 
Alliance was founded and has been reared during sixty 
years past.
